Do Without Bread for Six Months of 
the Year and Sustain 
Life 
Chiefty on a Diet of 
Potatoes. 


Cape Town, South Africa.—An ex­ 
traordinary picture of life on that 
barren isle in the South A tlantic la 
drawn In a letter received here from 
a pasKonger who sailed from Table 
bay for Montevideo by way of the Is­ 
land of Tristan da Cunha. 
A pathetic appeal was recently re­ 
ceived In this country for some one, 
preferably a (’hutch of England man, 
to go to Tristan de ('unha to teach, 
No salary could be offered, the ap­ 
peal said, as in one whole year only 
$25 was taken on the Island. 
The letter from the passenger 
on 
the Surrey brings new s of a calamity 
which has bereft the Island of 
a 
large part of Its able bodied male pop­ 
ulation and tells of conditions of pri­ 
vation and misery among those who 
are le ft 
Among the Surrey’s passengers were 
Rev. Mr. Borrow, his wife and an­ 
other woman, hound for T ristan da 
Cunha. 
Describing the difficulty ex­ 
perienced In landing them the letter 
•ays: 
“The coast la very dangerous, and 
there was quite a possibility th a t the 
trio would have to be carried on to 
Montevideo, but fortunately, although 
we had encountered many rough seas, 
when we came In sight of Tristan, the 
w eather abated, and contrary to the 
captain’s expectations we were able 
to anchor within a quarter of a mile 
of the shore 
“Two canvas boats put off from the 
•hore 
immediately, 
bringing 
letters 
which the 
islanders wanted 
posted. 
They had live sheep, ducks. etc., and 
cured albatross and 
other 
blfds for 
barter, also milk 
The settlers were 
very peculiar looking. 
With some few 
exceptions their skins are exceeding­ 
ly dark, owing to tin- sun, but most 
of them are of European descent. 
“The postm aster came on board. He 
•ald 
that 
the 
yacht Valhalla 
had 
brought them word th at Mr. Borrow 
would arrive on the Surrey, and they 
had reckoned so well th at they had 
expected us the day before. 
"He said they now num ber only 60 
Inhabitants on the island, mostly wo­ 
men and 
childre!. 
The 
two 
boats 
Alongside us had the tole able-bodied 
male population. 
Some time ago I? 
men had put out to sea to fish and had 
been lost. 


“The Island Is 
overrun with 
rats, 
which eat all the crops, wheat esp ^ 
dally, and for six m onths they 
had 
not had bread, but bad lived chiefly 
on potatoes. The rule of the Islanders 
Is for all to share alike, so that when 
an animal is killed each gets his por­ 
tion. 
This applies to everything that 
can be divided. 
“It took a whole day 
to 
land 
the 
nine tons of baggage, and. owing to 
the roughness of the sea, It was an 
extrem ely dangerous 
task. 
Some of 
the 
passengers 
helped. 
One 
was 
washed out of the boat, *ut, being a 
good 
Swimmer, 
struck out for 
the 
shore.

It doubles the chin and makes 
It yellow and baggy. Taking it all in all there Is not one reason why the hand 
should be pressed against the face, and there are many reasons against IL 
Yet there are women who habPually press the hand upon the cheek, using the 
elbow as a prop. 
An elbow that has served to hold up the head is hard and often positively 
lumpy. You can see so few pretty elbows these days. In place of the conven­ 
tional dimple there is a big hard lump, som etim es even a protruding bone 
scarcely covered by skin. 
And som etimes the skin Is rough and coarse 
grained, looking like the flesh of a goose.
